s was born in Maryland in 1SOD. 


Ho was .appointed midshipman when he 
was 17, ni 1W6, but it waa ISyii before he 
ontered tho service. He was made u lieu- 
tenant tho nest your and during tho siego 
of Vera Cruz commanded a battery. Ho 
received command of the United Status 
brig Homers, named after the gallant hero 
of Tripoli, but tho Homers weut down in 
a gale. . Somers Beonis tolie an ill fated 
name for American war w.-sels. j 


Until the civil war broke _aut Semmes 


was inspector of lighthouses, along the gulf. 


Raphusl honmioH started in at once to 


sorve the Oonfederacy. Ho made a trip 
thrp\igh the north and bought war ma- 
terial and hiredlineohimies stilled in the 
construction of guns and. ordnance. Thou- 
sands of to'ns of prtluanco and powder were 
shipped south, and Semmes on his return 
received command of the Sumter. She was 
blockaded at Gibraltar, fco he sold tfer and 
went to the Azores to take command of 
the Alabama. 


Then started a oaveer which can scarce- 


ly be duplicated in tho naval history of the 
world. For two years tho Alabama sailed, 
sweeping the sous with a thoroughness 
which amazed teo world. 
With nu ports 


save England's opozi to him ho made a 
cruiso of nearly 80, GOO miles, and 
his 


cruise was marked and Charted by burn- 
ing ships. 


Tho Alabama was no formlS^ble vessel. 


Her tounago was but 1,000. Hersyeed was 
13 knots, and her armament was one 8 
inch shotgun aft, a 7 inch 100 poundP-F for- 
ward apd sis. 33 pounders. She cost $i>50,- 
000. Her crew were mostly hardy British 
tars, but on the decks were good Ameri-^ 
cans, thorough seamen and daring fight- 
ers. The crew numbered 85 men. 
The 


Alabama was furnished by an English 
member of parliament. But her career oil 
daredevil recklessness and hor final cap- 
ture is a story that has no equal in the an- 
nals of the sea save in the eighteenth cen- 
tury eipfoits of the freebooters. 


In September, 1802, the Alabama cap- 


tured her first prize, tho Ocmulgee, a, 
whalsr. Tho sea then was" dotted white 
with sailing vessels from ICew England. 
They proved easy prey for Semmes. Ho 
fast plundered a vessel and then burned 
hor. Tho Alabama wont everywhere. She 
Bailed and Btcancd up close to Now York 
and there got newspapers from prizes. 
From these newspapers Semmes took the 
list of departing vessels and lay in wait 
tor them. By means of these newspapers 
ho also managed to ohide the fleet of pur- 
luers. 


Semmes' career filled England with 


wonder. As report after report came in of 
captures and fights as tho little sea hornet 
darted here and there and left in its wako 
& IOIIH line of plundered ships and burned 
vessels the English were filled with a de- 
sire to gain privately from Semmes' in- 
trepidity and recklessness. 
A syndicate 


was formed to buy captured ships. It was 
proposed to land them on the Hottentot 
ooast. As a surety good English gold was 
given Semmes and his crew, but the syn- 
dicate got no prizes. 


So Semmes made his 78,000 mile cruise 


in two years. Ho had captured single 
handed 63 American vessels. 
Fifty-three 


had been destroyed, nine released on ran- 
som bonds and one made into a tender. 
The Alabama hail inflicted an incredible 
loss on American shipping. Suspected 
Alabamas had been sighted by war vessels 
from tho nortli time and again, but never 
bho sight of the hull of the real vessel had 
been soon. Merchantmen were continual- 
ly on the vratch for this ubiquitous vessel, 
and they trembled at the sight of every 
unknown craft. It was an evil day for 
shipping. This specter of the deep swept 
the seas everywhere, and there seemed to 
bo no safety whatever. 


But on June 11, 1S64, the Alabama was 


sighted in tho harbor of Cherbourg, 
Franco. The north thrilled with tho news, 
and all manner of boats started in pursuit. 
The Kearsargo was at Flushing, England, 
and Captain Winslow steamed for battle. 
The Alabama was both eteaiu and sailing 
vessel. Her screw could be hoisted out of 
the water when sho wished to sail, and 
each method of propulsion was entirely in- 
dependent of the other. 


Semmes might have escaped by flight, 


but Semmes was uu American. Ho did 
not know it, but his powder was aged and 
flaiuaged. His shells were defective. They 
svould not explode. His guns were old 
and incapable. But Semmes knew his 
hardened, toughened crew. He knew his 
own ability, and he would not flinch. The 
Alabama opened v/lth her starboard bat- 
tery. Semmes triad to close, but the bul- 
warks of tho Alabama wore torn away and 
tho pi\ot gun was disabled. Tho Alabama 
began to leak. She hardly responded to 
ber holm. An 11 inch shell exploded in 
the engine room. The Alabama gave the 
loath shiver. 


Sails Were set in the h6pes of reaching 


tho French coast, whero thousands were 
dncd up to see tho great duel. 
'"All hands save yourselves!" was given, 
»nd tho wounded dispatched in tho only 
boat which was not shot to pieces. Semmes 
md his officers in full uniform stood on 
3eck. Tho Alabama was rapidly sinking, 
Its famous career was over. Kemmes step- 
ped to the edge of tho deck and threw his 
word into the sea. Then ho followed. 


He was picked up by tho English yacht 


Deerhound aud escaped to London, where 
ao became a hero. 
They presented him 


ivith swords niul toasted and feted him 
;ontinually. Ho made his way back to 
;ho south through Mexico. He was made 
rear admiral in command of the James 
civei- squadron and guarded tho approaches 
to Richmond until tho close ot the war. 


Semmes died in Mobile, Aln., in 1877. 


lifter tho war ho was a lawyer, judge, edi- 
tor and author. There is no doubt that for 
intrepidity und daring no American has 
svor commanded Q vessel who surpassed 
dim in sheer courage. Ho was also ex- 
tremely skillful, ii good tactician and an 
ible strategist. That lie inflicted millions 
of dollars' damage on tho merchant fleets 
tt tho north is forgotten.

During a recent visit to the Isle of

ant at Glasgow and a third to Lord 
Rayleigh and Mr. Preece in London. 
These were transmitted by the Marconi 
system from the island to Bournemouth 
on the mainland, a distance of 15 miles, 
and then were repeated to their several 
destinations by wire. Although the 
Marconi apparatus is being used only 
exporimontally tho distinguished scien- 
tist insisted on paying for these messages 
at the usual commercial rate.

Madrid, Aug. 16.—The dominant note 


Of the press comment is philosophical 
resignation.' The educated classes arc 
not making any attempt to find a scape- 
goat, or to consols themselves with 
vituperation of the victorious enemy. 
While severely criticising the short- 
sightedness and incompetence of the 
government, they recognize that no one 
fctalesmari or cabinet, but the nation 
itself is to blame. 
The colonies, in- 


stead of enriching1, have impoverished 
the country. 
Columbus, in discovering 


the new world, was not Spain's benefac- 
tor, but her evil genius. 
Therefore 


one leading paper opposes the sugges- 
tion that his remains should be brought 
home from Havana, 
Magellan ought 


logically to be put In the same category 
as Columbus, but his evil influence on 
Spanish history is not yet generally rec- 
ognized, for Seville is initiating a monu- 
ment to him. 
It is argued that Spain 


ought to have concentrated her energies 
In developing her European possessions 
and. if an outlet was required elsewhere, 
that she ought to have chosen northern 
Airica, where she is now no longer free 
to extend her political influence. 


The lower classes seem animated by 


a corresponding spirit of fatalistic res- 
ignation. 
Nowhere are there symptoms 


of popular excitement that are danger- 
ous. Madrid was never more quiet or 
orderly. 
Last night one of the poorest 


and most populous quarters of the city 
celebrated an annual nocturnal fete. 
Ttoe people enjoyed themselves as usual 
in a joyous, light-hearted fashion. Sim- 
ilar tranquility prevails in tho provinces. 
The alarmists now point to the dangers

excessively moist atmosphere and fre- 
quent shov^rs, with uniform tempera- 
ture, neai the average, prevailed last 
week n; ab'iut all sections of the district. 
The moisturt and the showers, together 
with seasonable temperature, have been 
favorable to luxuriant growth of all 
vegetation. They have, however, re- 
tarded all farm work. Haying has re- 
mained at a standstill, and grain has 
become overripe for want of suitable 
•weather for harvesting. The warm, 
moist weathei, in a few instances, has 
injured grass, grain, potatoes and fruit. 


From all sections the reports are fav- 


01 able to corn. In Ihe vicinity of North- 
field, Vt., s\veet corn will be ready for 
canning a w eek to 10 days earlier than 
usual. Winter wheat in some fields of 
New Hampshire will yield as much as 
20 bushels to the acre, in many sections 
of all the states grain is now overripe, 
and there is danger of loss. In a few 
cases where oats and barley have been 
cut and are standing in shocks the grain 
is sprouting. 


Much grass remains to be cut in the 


northern portion. As there is still hope 
of suitable weather for completing the 
harvest, it is not consideied that much 
loss will occur. Rowen is generally re- 
ported as good. 


Apples have impioved; the quality will 


make up in many instances for the loss 
in quantity. The wet weather favored 
berries, which are plentiful. Peaches in 
some orchards are ripening prematurely 
and rotting. Grapes are not reported as 
very good. Cranberries are generally 
reported a.n average crop. 


Vegetables eontinue abundant, es- 


pecially in gardens. As there is much 
rust and blight reported generally, the 
potato crop ftft 
1 the district will not be 


large. Early varieties are being dug, 
especially in the south. Tomatoes art- 
abundant, but need sunshine. Vines,

squash, 
pumpkins, etc..

NEGRO CAUSED FRIT, 


Assault on a Volunteer Nearly Re- 


sults In a Lynching. 


Southern Soldiers Restrained 


With Difficulty. 


Major Protects the Orhndir by * Threat Of 


Shooting. 
,. 


San Francisco, Aujy. 16.—Dan Thomas, 


a negro, was woumd«d and narrowly es- 
caped lynching at the hands of 600 Ten- 
nessee soldiers yesterday. Two men of 
troop B of the regular cavalry, which 
attempted to queH the riot, were drafrgred 
from their horses by the volunteers and 
slightly injured. The negro's house was 
wrecked. Officers of the Tennessee regi- 
ment ftnaJly sent the men bock to quar- 
ers and took tho bleeding- negro to the 
guardhouse for protection. 


The trouble be-gran io a saloon, where 


Will Davis, a private of company L, 
Fir&t Tennessee regiment, was drinking. 
Five or six other soldifl-rs from different 
regiments and the negro were in the 
place. 
.'According to the story told by 


Davis the ne-pro asked for a drink. 
Davis replied that he had no money, 
whereupon the negro struck Davis in the 
eye with brass nuckles. The two closed 
in a struggle until they were separated 
by an Iowa private. 


The negro left the saloon and went 


home. 
Thither he was followed By tha 


soldiers, who wrecked the negro's house. 
But for the arrival of Major Cheatham, 
the negro might have fared worse. Ma- 
jor Cheatham covered the leaders with 
his pistol and saift he would kill the first 
man who injured tie negro. 
This ac- 


tion saved the negro from Immediate 
violence, but oh th« way to the guard- 
house the negro was struck by Private 
Scruggs a terrible blow over the head | 
with a bludgeon. 
The soldiers \vera j 


quieted with much difficulty. 
All tha 


men engaged in the riot were volunteers. 
Most of them were Tennesseeans, but 
there were a. number also from the Kan- 
sas and Iowa resrim&nts. 


Striking Miner* Shot. 


Pana, Ills., Aujf. 16.—A shooting affray 


•occurred on the highway near the city 
limits leading to the Springside coal mine 
Monday. This is the only one of the 
four large coal mines in Pana that is 
attempting to do any mining, and but 
seven non-union miners are working 
here. 


Several hundred union miners were 


congregated on the principal highway 
leading to the mine when Edward Jones 
and Jam«s Palmer, non-union men, rode 
•up on hores'oack into the miners' lines, 
and without any provocation, it is said, 
other than the miners asking to talk 
with them, began firing into the crowd, 
at the same time retreating as fast as 
their horses would carry them, but not 
until they had emptied th'eir revolvers 
into the miners' ranks. Andrew Toomey 
had his right hand shattered by a ball 
and Mfthael Termacavich was shot in 
the thigh. One other miner is said to 
have bean seriously injured. 


TJife union miners quickly rallied and 


headed by William Bah«r with a shot- 
jgun, which he secured at his home, pur- 
sued Palmer to his home, where he had 
surrounded himself in his doorway by 
his female relatives to prevent Baiter 
shooting. Later Palmer and Jones were 
taken to the citvjalU ,

New York, Aug. 16.—After the rough 


riders had all been landed and started 
for the detention camp in Montauk, 
Colonel Roosevelt was met by the news- 
paper men.

person to wear tho uniform of an officer or 
soldier. In other words, it would not vio- 
late any law if any one paraded the streets 
attired in the full military uniform of a 
general, colonel or other officer. In Eu- 
rope it is entirely different, and if an un- 
authorized person publicly wore tho uni- 
form of an army or naval officer without 
authority he would be gobbled up, stripped 
of his military or naval fixings and would 
have a long stay in prison for his offense. 


"There is a brass band in Now Yori 


city each member of which wears a full 
general's uniform, with the stars on tho 
shoulders, and some of tho national guard 
ii that city tried to have it abolished un- 
der existing law, but they failed to do so. 
The Grand Army budgo and button, as 
also tho badge of the Union Veteran le- 
gion and tho Regular Army and Navy 
union and of tho Mexican Veterans' union 
are protected to Borne extent by law in 
that the regulations of the army and navy 
provide that those entitled to thorn can 
wear them on certain official occasions, 
but even they arc not as fully protected by 
law as they should bo. 


"The same absence of protection, legal 


protection, I mean, exists in relation to 
wearing the medal of lion^r awarded by 
congress, and it is known mat certain per- 
sons hu\o modals of tbat'kind and have 
worn them without tho authority of con- 
gress. The bow of the American Legion 
of Honor is, however, provided for by law, 
and it is a violation of law for any un- 
authorized | orson to havo or wear it."—

| "Tho coldest nerve I etc* saw displayed 
•by any ono, " said tho gray haired: young 
looking man, "was Jack Atwood's when, 
nfter being shot at from behind, ho paused 
to nail his poker hand to tho tablo with a 
bowlo knife before turning and drawing 
his own revolver to return the lire.

MILK FEVER. 


4 DlMMi to Which Pampered Cow* 


Peculiarly Suaceptlble. 


Milk fever, writes tho veterinary ed» 


itor of The Breeder's Gazette, is pccuK 
iarly a dif-ease of tho pampered, closely 
confined cow of tho dairy breeds, and 
Jerseys under such conditions seem to 
bo particularly susceptible. It is a rari- 
ty among cows exercised daily during 
winter and equally so among cows fed 
en sloppy food which keeps the bowels 
open. 
From an extensive experience 


with tho disease wo can confidently as- 
sert that no man need lose a cow with 
this disease if bo carefully follows out 
tho preventive measures now to bo set 
down. 
Bear in mind that lack of exer- 


cise, rich foods and constipation render 
tho heavy milking cow that has had 
three calves susceptible to the disease. 
See then that each pregnant cow is al- 
lowed or oven forced to take ample ex- 
ercise during the winter months, fof 
mastication and digestion cannot be 
considered sufiicicnt exercise, although 
nonoxercifc advocates claim that they 
are. 
At least sis weeks before calving 


(and a service and calving book Fhould 
be carefully kept in every herd) the ra- 
tions of tho cow should bo cut down to 
simple hay (sour and sweet) aud bran 
mashes Containing sufficient oilmeal to 
keep the bowels freely open. The cows 
should also be dried off at this time, and 
if after drying off milk forms in the 
udder prior to parturition a portion at 
least should be extracted daily to pre- 
vent tho uddor from garget. 


If in spite of exercise and this feed- 


ing the cow continues fat and shows a 
tendency to constipation, increase tho 
amount of linseed, meal daily and add a 
few ounces of epsom salts. A few days 
immediately before calving the tendency 
to constipation increases and the allow- 
ance'of meal should be doubled, and if 
when signs of calving appear costiveness 
continues lose no time in administer- 
ing a pound of epsom salts, two ounces 
of ground ginger root and one-half 
ounce of pulverized saltpeter dissolved 
in two quarts of hot water. Tho drench 
should be given slowly and very care- 
fully from a long necked bottle or 
drenching horn. Do not hold head high. 
Keep it straight with the spine and quit 
drenching should the cow cough arid 
allow 15 minutes to pass before giving 
more of thfi mcclicinb. 


After the calf arrives and before the 


afterbirth is expelled give the cow a 
warm mash, nearly as thin as gruel, 
made as follows: Four quarts of coarse 
bran, one-half pint of flaxseed meal, 
one tablespoonful of salt, ono table- 
spoonful of tincture of arnica and warm 
water to suit. If the cow does not clean 
readily, give her from four to eight 
quarts of whole oats dry, and if after- 
ward there are premonitory symptoms 
of "milk fever," such as restlessness, 
stepping up and down with hind feet, 
unsteadiness of gait, etc., give rectal 
injections of soapy warm water and 20 
drop doses of tincture of aconite every 
hour with a bu'oug stimulant, as whisky 
and coffee, until symptoms cease. Lot 
the calf suck for four or five days, and 
also hand milk if bag is congested at 
any time. 


A Scarce of Tainted Milk. 


In this locality and doubtless in every 


other one where there has been heavy 
rain tho cows are seeking every slough 
for cooling purposes as well as to rid 
themselves of the flies. This means that 
the udder and stomach of the animal 
become plastered with a layer of slough 
mud, containing an immense number 
of putrefactive bacteria. As soon as the 
mud becomes dry, it Is in the best pos- 
sible condition for sowing the milk 
with putrefactive germs, and thus pre- 
paring it for all kind of taints, gassy 
curd and off flavor butter. The best we 
can do in this moist, warm weather 
we cannot prevent a large excess of the 
normal bacteria from growing in the 
milk, but there is no necessity for add- 
ing to this number by allowing the cow 
to carry them from the stagnant pond 
or slough to the inilkpail on her udder. 
The butter maker has troubles enough of 
his own without the farmer adding to 
them by means of slough mud or dirty 
drinking water. The farmer may not see 
it, he evidently does not, but every 
mess of dirty or tainted milk ho carries 
to the factory is so much money out of 
his pocket. The tainted milk may be 
accepted, through the negligence or 
friendship of tho butter maker, but tho 
bntter buyer is not apt to show any 
such weakness, and the price of that 
bntter is put atiout where it belongs, 
and the farmer's pocketbook suffers ac- 
cordingly.—Hoard's Dairyman.

He 
found that these worthless scrubs which 
the farmers were feeding apparently f or 
tho fun of it made a loss of §2.03 per 
cow to the owners. 
How long would, a 


merchant, manufacture or banker run a 
business at such a loss? Yet half tho old 
mossbackswho are miscalled farmers in 
this country do business on exactly that 
system. 
Then they rnako an awfully 


poor mouth and say the ways of Provi • 
donco ore past finding out, nnd thoy try 
to be resigned to the will of the Lord, 
who sees fit to afflict them with pover- 
ty.

HUNGER IN WARTIME 


HOW IT COMPELS EXPERIMENTS UPON 


QUEER MEATS. 


The "Siego Venison" of Paris I» Usually 


(he First Kenourco—Then tbo Iflcnh of 
Dog*, Cat«, Kftt» and Even Wild BeanU 
la Devoured. 


It Is only in times of siege and famina 


that men discover how many different 
kinds of food there are besides those usual- 
ly consumed. Hunger drives them to ex- 
periments upon bitbstanccs which they 
would fehrink from eating on ordinary oc- 
casions, and tlu-y frequently find that 
these uncommon foods, generally consid- 
ered unfit for human beings, are not only 
nourishing but agreeable in flavor once 
tho prejudice against them has been bro- 
ken and the palate, accustomed to tho new 
tasto. 


There have been at times in different 


countries associations of per-onb who mailo 
trials of oild foods for the purpose of ascer- 
taining their fitness for consumption, but 
they have never succeeded in accomplish- 
ing their projected reforms. 
Most people 


cling fondly to their old ideas about what 
is good to eat and what is not, and only 
tho prospect df genuine famine can ptr- 
fiuado thorn to try ordinarily condemned 
things. 


When any town or district has been bc- 


selged for such a length of time that its 
food supply runs short, the first proceed- 
ing usually resorted to In order to procura 
food for tho inhabitants is the killing of 
horses. 
'Jh5s moat seefns to bo preferred 


to any other of an unusual nature when 
the everyday beef, mutton and pork bo- 
come uncbtaln&blo. Tho eating ot horse- 
flesh undet such circumstances is a prac- 
tice dating ba:k to very early times, in- 
stances of it being mentioned among the 
Persians, the Greeks and other nations of 
antiquity. 
" 


Later it is recorded that at the siege of 


Antioch, in the first crusade, the horses of 
the besiegers wero eaten in such quantities 
that in two months not more than 2,000 
of the original 70.000 Were left. 
At tho 


siego of Metz 30,000 horses are said to 
have boon eaten. 


But the famous siege of Paris in the 


Franco-Prussian war furnishes tho most 
interesting example of the variety o£ 
meats which may bo used in great straits. 
During that terrible winter of 1870-1, 
while tho German army outside prevented 
supplies of nay kind from being brought 
into the unfortunate French capital, not 
only such familiar animals as horses, 
inules, dogs, cats, rats and mice supplied 
tho tables of rich and p6or alike, but evea 
iho menagerie of wild beasts in the Jardin 
des Plantes disappeared gradually, and 
neither doubt nor surprise was expressed 
at its destination. 


Of the horses 65,000 were eaten during ' 


tho siege. 
This nieat, however, was not 


now to thfe Parisian taste—at least not to 
the taste of the working classes. Since 
1866 it had been lawful to slaughter horses 
for human food, and horse butcher shops 
were common establishments in tho city. 
But the entire number of horses killed in 
time of peace was trifling compared to this 
enormous total in wartime. Tho Pari- 
sians, with their irrepressible levity and 
disposition to smooth matters over, even, 
under such circumstances as these, called 
the horse meat ''siege Venison," and there 
were few complaints regarding it. 


According to the general testimony, not 


only of the French at this time, but of 
scientists in different countries who have 
tried tho moat under mary conditions, 
horseflesh possesses a flavor about half 
way between that of beef and game and is 
variously compared to venison and to hare. 
It is coarser in grain than beef and in this 
respect resembles bull beef more than any 
other. 
It has !i peculiar gmell, which is 


at first a trifie disconcerting, but which 
soon Decomes familial-, and a certain 
sweetness of tasto. It is darker in color 
and more moist than beef. Its fat, which 
is moist and yellow, is not generally mix- 
ed With the lean, and it soon melts and 
becomes rancid. Ono authority says that; 
horse meat, being richer, is undoubtedly 
superior to beef for soup, and he goes on 
to declare that for roasting tho best parts 
of a young horse are finer than any beef. 
Tho chief chemical difference between the 
two is that horseflesh has the greater 
quantity of tho nitrogenous substance 
called creatino. 


Besides tho 05,000 horses eaten during 


the siege of Paris 1,000 asses and 2,000 
mulos are said to have been consume;!. 
The flesh of tho latter was pronounced 
delicious, excelling horseflesh in its qual- 
ity. 
Tho number of rats and mice used is 


not computed, bnt of dogs thcro arc said 
to have been 1,200 and of cats 3,000. From 
tho testimony of many persons who have 
eaten tho flesh of cats and dogs it is said 
to resemble that of rabbits and when well 
cooked to bo extremely palatable. 


Of the animals in the menagerie of tho 


Jardin dcs Plantcs the flesh of two bears 
which wero eaten was likened to pork, 
both in tcsture and tasto. Three elephants 
were consumed, and while there is no rec- 
ord of the way in which tho Parisians pre- 
pared their elephant mcnt it Is well known 
that it can bo made pleasant to the taste 
when cooked in tho proper way. African 
travelers and hunters have many talcs to 
tell of tho delicacy of baked elephant's 
foot. 
Elephant's heart and liver are also 


esteemed as fond, and stpak's cut from the 
animal arc said to be juicy and tender. 


Threo kangaroos and a seal from tho 


menagerie helped to vary still further the 
siege faro. 
The seal's flesh was compared

Although meat is desirable for its 


strength giving qualities, especially whun 
men require unusUul vigor for fighting, 
still vegetable foods will support life and 
energy lor a long tiruo.

As the lines of promenaders 
pass one another many an ardent lover, 
frowned upon by stern parents, man- 
ages to slip a billet doux into the ex- 
pectant hand of his inamorata. One of 
the reasons w hy higher education for 
women is not particularly favored in 
Porto Rico is that stern parents think 
that learning too much will only afford 
the fair ones another means of com- 
municating with the numerous detri- 
mentals, who are the terror of the av- 
erage parent until he has safely mar- 
ried his daughter to 
some worthy 


household of means and position, for, 
no matter how romantic the young peo- 
ple may be, their elders have well de- 
fined ideas in regard to the size of 
marriage settlements and dowries. 


The young officers, while they may 


be admired by the impressionable belles, 
seldom have much money, and most 
parents prefer a fine estate m Porto 
Rico to a noble Castilian pedigree. 
While the young man may have some 
latitude in the selection of his bride 
the young woman is compelled to mar- 
ry the selection of her parents, no mat- 
ter what her preferences in the matter 
may be. No well brought up Porto 
Rican girl thinks of questioning paren- 
tal authority. 


The women have beautiful eyes and 


long, soft tresses, but their complexions 
are so heavily plastered with powder 
and paint as to make thu quality of the 
real article a mere matter of conjecture 
to beholders. 


Most hospitable are the Porto Ricans. 


The stranger who makes their acquaint- 
ance is literally overwhelmed with at- 
tentions. As their guest, if he chances 
to admire a picture, a piece of bric-a- 
brac or a book, he is told that it is his, 
and the admired article is at once sent 
to the guestroom, where it remains dur- 
ing his visit.

to Rico. Whether or not the ladies are 
correct as to chronology they always 
celebrate the anmversai'y. On birthdays 
all friends are expected to call upon the 
celebrant or send a good excuse. Fail- 
ure to do so is looked upon as a very 
great breach of etiquette and some- 
times leads to the breaking of old and 
much tried friendships. 


Most of the wealthy families have 


beautiful country seats upon the hills 
in the interior, where they retire dur- 
ing the very warm weather. 
These 


places are only a few miles from the 
cities, and when a family goes to its 
country home it has merely to pack its 
trunks, step Into the carriages and go 
bowling along the smooth roads to the 
pleasant house that lies, shaded by a 
thousand grand eld palms, amid an 
Eden of tropical loveliness. Here, no 
matter what the heat may be below on 
the coast, it is always cool and com- 
fortable, and yellow fever, that scourge 
of the tropics, does not often penetrate. 


The Porto Ricans belong to the Ro- 


man Catholic church, and the women

religious duties. The influence of the 
clergy In Porto Rico is great, and It Is 
exercised with good effect, for nowhere 
in the West Indies is there a more 
peacuctble, honest and law abiding pet- 
pie than are the _ orto Ricans.

i t l i f . r balroni<-s at the- populate, which 
' Ft'-ina to have gone mad fur the time. 
At nuj'.il there are bonfires, and for one 
day in the year strict social regulations 
arc- relaxed, and every Darby is seen 
with his Joan. Indeed, for a man or 
woman to appear on the streets without 
a companion of the other sex would ba 
to run a gaantlet of hoots and jeers and 
the suggestion that he or she had been 
jilted bv a sweetheart. 


For three days the houses are thrown 


open, and lemonade and wine are serv- 
ed to any one who may ask for them. In 
a less simple and Acadian community 
such liberty would be likely to verge 
into license, but there is seldom a com- 
plaint in Porto Rico. Instead, even the 
roughest element is on its honor. 


The ladies of the country are fond of 


horses and sometimes of dog?. It is a 
climate, however, in which the festive 
flea is not easily banished, and there- 
fore cats and lapdogs are not as popu- 
lar as in northern latitudes. 


One of the very odd pets of the wo- 


men is the sugar cane bug. The women 
fasten tiny gold chains about these in- 
sects and wear one end of the chain 
attached to the shoulder. The bug prom- 
enades over the face and neck of the 
weaier as the ugly little green lizards 
used to graze over the gowns of ultra 
fashionable London, Parisian and New 
Yoik women. The bug looks like a bit 
of polished mahogany and has eyes of a 
soft amber tint. 


The lives of the peasant class, for 


such the negroes may bt called, are 
very simple. They wear very little m 
the way of clothing and have very little 
in the way of houses. When one of the 
fierce West Indian toinadoes sweeps 
ov.er the island, down goes every negro 
hut. but calmly and contentedly the 
men and women go to work to build 
new homes They need to work little, 
for plenty of food is assured them by 
merely turning over ths earth and drop- 
ping a few Evcd now and then into the 
ground. Besides, bananas, yams and e.o- 
coanuts grow wild.
